Mayne explained that the cafe- 
teria operated at a loss through 
November and December of 105 

It is essential that the cafe- 
teria and bookstore show a profit 
because these two support the 
Hornet foundation, Mayne said. 
The foundation is making pay- 
ments of $780 a month on the 
new Student Activities building 

Another member of the board 
stated that the loss of revenue 
was also the reason for tighter 
restrictions on returning ot 
books to the bookstore. A stu- 
dent who wishes a refund must 
now also present his drop card 
before he can have his money 
returned. 

An additional reason for the 
raise in cafeteria costs was the 
necessity to replace 150 dozen 
sets of knives, forks, and spoons 
which were misplaced or de- 
stroyed by being broken into 
pieces as a pasttime 

Student’s refusal to buss their 
dishes has led to the hiring of 
additional help, at $1.50 an hour, 
Mayne said 

Mayne hoped that by supply- 
ing the students with the infor- 

mation, that more cooperation 
would be forthcoming and ex- 
penses could be cut.

Dutt graduated from the Pres- 
idenecy College 1 Calcutta. While 
a student, he » as elected an ex- 
ecutive of t! ational Students 
Congiess, aia organization which 
supported Gandhi and Nehru. 

As a result of taking part in 
Gandhi's “Quit India” movement 
against the end vot British rule, 
Dutt was held a political prisoner 
for two years, 

By 1946, he had joined 
English-language newspaper, 
dian news Chronicle in Delhi. 

Dutt later became news editor 
of the National Call and went 
to Ceylon as correspondent for 
that paper 

Later he was assigned to cover + 
the United Nations at Lake Suc- 
cess 

He reported on UN proceed 
ings for two years before becom- 
ing a press officer with the in- 
ternational organization, 


SSC Enrollment Hits

BAILEY ANNOUNCES CAMPUS PARKING PLAN 


Student Council members were 
dismayed Monday, when during a 
discussion of the parking problem 
on the SSC campus, Dr. Donald 
W. Bailey, dean of students, said 
that certain state agencies want 
to charge students for on-campus 
parking. 

Bailey later told the Hornet 
that pay-parking was not in the 
forseeable future. Bailey said, “I 
actually don’t think it’s eminent. 
We will fight it off as long as we 
can. I seriously doubt if it will 
even happen.” 

Bailey made the statement fol- 


lowing a complaint by Walt Gold- 
thorpe, who was indignant about 
receiving a ticket for parking in 
a no parking zone. Goldthorpe 
felt that signs should be posted 
and warnings given to students 
before “hot-tickets” were given. 

The Council voted to look into 
the situation. 

In routine business Council ac- 
cepted the resignations of Mary 
Ann Butler and Beverly Bernardo 
from the cabinet of coordinators. 
The resignation of Joanna Clark 
as senior class president was also 
accepted. 


Sylvester McElroy was ap- 
pointed as Coordinator of Pub- 
licity. 

John Krier, Associated Students 
manager, reported that the Hor- 
net foundation repaid the $6,000 
loan made by the Associated Stu- 
dents to the foundation. 

Corky Fergusson, ASSSC sec- 
retary-treasurer reported that 
Forest Lake had been chosen for 
the Council Conference with the 
newly elected Council members. 
The three-day conference will be- 
gin May 24th.

Joanna Clark, senior class president, resigned recently in 
a nearly unprecidented move. In resigning. she gives up 
her seat on the Student Council as well as surrendering 


the class post, 












Although she gave lack of sufficient time for the job 
as the reason for her resignation, Miss Clark made no secret 
of the fact that she was piqued by Associated Students ac- 
tion concerning the Senior Ball, Student Council refused 
to give the seniors a free hand in ball preparations. 


Mis Clark, told the Hornet that she had planned a 
“snectacular” ball for the college’s 10th anniversary. She 
admitted that it would cost more money than was alotted 
in the budget, but she said the class planned to pay the 
balance with money gained from the controversial “$13 fee.” 


The Hornet has consistently opposed the senior fee pro- 
posal as an unwise one, but it cannot help but sympathize 
with Miss Clark’s feelings about Associated Students handl- 
ing of the question. If class officers are to be nothing more 
than a rubber stamp for the Student Council they could 
just as well be dispensed with. 


The problem is a simple one. If the Student Council in- 
tends to continue to run class government, why bother with 
the formality of class officers. If class officers are desired, 
then the Student Council should give them the power to 
operate. The Council should not, however, continue in the 
present system of time-consuming elections for meaningless 
class officers. 

Class government on this campus has generally been 
ronsidered as a joke for some time. Class meetings are 
usually very poorly attended and the voting percentage in 
class elections is even lower than the miserable turneuts for 
Associated Students balloting. The probable reason for the 


lack of interest in class politics is their unimportance. 


The time has come for Student Council to either elevate 


class government toa positjon of importance — or dssolve

Hughart to Help 
Scientific Goal 


A National Science Foundation 
project to obtain more scientists 
for America has been undertaken 
by Dr. Stanley P. Hughart, as- 
sistant professor of mathematics. 

Dr. Stephen L. Walker, dean 
ef instruction, announced recent- 
ly that Hugart has been granted 
a leave of absence for the spring 
semester te develop the founda- 





tion's program. 

The project is being carried on 
at Oklahoma A & M College in 
Okla. The is to 
develop a modern program for 
the training of high school sci- 
ence teachers. 

Hughart will design, inaug- 
urate, and evaluate the program. 
The intention is to prepare teach- 
ers who will be able to interest 
more students in science careers. 

Hughart gained the SSC fac- 
ulty in 1954 after teaching at 
Princeton and the University of 
Chieago. He holds a Ph.D from 
the California Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

He is the second SSC professor 
to engage actively in attempts to
